Are the people of Canada animated by the same spirit which was so 
characteristic of them during the war, and which alone made possible the 
splendid contribution made, by this Dominion to the winning of the war? 
In the dark days between August, 1914, and November, 1918, the national 
exisetice of this. Dominion was threatened and the liberties of the whole 
world hung in the balance. Our independence has been maintained and 
our freedom made secure, thanks to the patriotism and self-sacrificing ef- 
forts of the average man and woman. ~ With thé removal of the danger 
that threatened, have we lost that fine enthusiasm for Canada and the Em- 
pire which made us willing to bear aH things with fortitude that victory 
might be achieved? In other words, while Canadians were willing to die 
for Canada, are they now prepared.to li¥e for Canada? 

These questions force themselves fopn our consciences from a con- 
sideration of certain grave and seridus facts. During the war Canadians 
sacrificed and saved. They economized and gave without stint in the na- 
tional cause. There was nothing niggargly in their contributions to the 
national strength and they withheld nothing, neitheir their lives nor their 
worldly means, in the effort put forth to win. For these reasons the 
period of the Great War will always stand out as a glorious page in Can- 
ada’s history. : 

Now that the impelling incentive of the waft and the will to victory is 
removed, has that altogether worthy uplifting out of ourselves died? Or 
are Canadians as ready now to give of themselves and their: means to 
carry the Dominion forward to the proud position it should occupy among 
the nations The war has left heavy mational obligations which honor 
demands shall be ngct; it has created new problems which must be faced 
and solved; it has created new conditions calling for the best that each 
and all can contribute to the nation. : 

It was imperative during the war that all people should avoid extrava- 
gances in living and expenditures, that they ¢conomize and through their 
savings add to the national strength, _It is equally important they should 
now continue to practice these samd¢ virtues in order that Canada may de- 
velop and prosper. Signs are not lacking, however, pointing to the fact 
that, unfortunately, many Canadians are not now béing governed by the 
same motives which guided them during the war. ce 

The trade returns cleaftly indicate that, taken as a whole, the people 
of Canada are spending too much and producing too little. . At a time 
when Canadians should be buyin?-as little as possible abroad in order to 
reduce our payments to other countrics, the fact remains that we are buy- 
ing more prddigally than ever before in our historys and that we are not 
producing for sale abroad anything like what should be produced, ~The 
result is, that whereas during the war there was a substantial balance of 
trade in favor of Canada, the reverse is\now true, nd there is a heavy and 
increasing debit balance against this country. As a consequence, we are 
continuing to suffer the national humiliation and loss of Canadian money 
being at a ruinous discount. . 

At this time when work is plentiful and: wages high, it is not only a 
national duty, but -plain commonsense for the individual, to save every 
. dollar he can. This can best be done by cutting out all eXtravagances, par- 
ticularly in the’ purchase of luxuties from abroad. There must inevitably 
be a ‘recession from present high prices. . A time of business depression 
will come sooner or later, and indications are not lacking that such a time 
is approaching. The far-seting financial magnates and keen business men 
are preparing for it; and it behooves the farmer, workingman and average 
citizen to do likewise., 

During the war, and while the work of destruction was in progress, an 
_ artificial demand for goods of all kinds was created, especially when mil- 
lions of men were withdrawn from productive enterprises. Following the 
war there was feverish activity to make good the losses occasioned by and 
in the war, and to reStore the depleted stocks of goods the world over. 
The time°approaches when this activity must cease becau\e Once again 
supply is overtaking the demand. Then must come Teductions in prices 
and curtailment in work. A period of depression will follow. a 
This is not pessimism. It is but a frank statemerit of sound economic 
truth. It is logical and irresistible. .It is supported by all past history 
and every proven economic law. The wise man will be governed accord- 
ingly. Just as during the real estate boom, the far-seeing and wise man 
unloaded before it was too late and walues began to decline, so today such 
men are not spending all their earnings but are preparing-for—the—day 
when money will not come quite-so readily. Furthermore, such men 
realize that dollars earned and saved by them nowwill have a much 
greater purchasing power when conditions and prices become more normal. 
To the extent that Canadians now practice economy, Canada will be 
strong and able to successfully weather the storm and stress of financial and 
business depression when. it comes,

Growth of the Grain 
Elevator 


—_— 


The grain elevator system has grown 
enormously in Oanada and developed 
rapidly in the last few years. This growth 
and development have so far been main- 
ly confined to. the Prairie Provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, 
but the system is attracting more and 
more attention in the other provinces, 
particularly in Ontario, where several 
wheat growing and shipping centres, 
notably Toronto, are agitating for the 
erection of elevators. Nor is it only in * 
numbers that the system has extended 
but the increase in size has been such 
that some of the structures can fairly be 
termed as mammoth, such for instance 
as those at the head of the lakes. There 
are, according to the Hon. George Lang- 
ley, Minister of Municipal Affairs- for 
Sashatchewan, not fewer than 3,600 ele- 
vators in the three provinces referred to, 
from 40 to 60 feet high and capable of 
storing from 20,000 to 30,000 bushels a 
piece on the average, a few reaching to 
twice the greatest enumerated capacity. 
In other words upwards of 110,000,000 
bushels of wheat can thus be stored at 
the one time. These facts -and figures 
are taken from an interesting article by 
Mr, Langley in the September number 
of the Agricultural Gazette of Canada. 
By the terms of the Canada Grain Act, 
the owners of the elevators, mostly pri- 
vate individuals or incorporated compan- 
ies, are compelled to accept. all grain 
offered by farmers, unless wet or unstor- 
able with safety, hence the general and 
common use of the system. The elevators 
are all licensed by, and are under the

Concerning Cattlemen 


Cattlemen on the Western Canadian 
ranches are reported to be seriously con- 
cerned about the uncertainty facing the 
export of cattle on the hoof to the United 
States. They fear that after the coming 
elections a tariff wall may be erected 
against the importation of stockers and 
feeders from the Dominion, Last year 
the value of the animals exported was 

roundly $50,000,000. This has been a 
: growing trade since 1910 when 150,000 
cattle were shipped over the line, In 
1919, the total had risen to 342,000 and 
for the fiscal year ending March last, the 
figure was 516,000, 

But there is a reassurance forthcoming. 
Canadian packers realize the seriousness 
of any threatened curtailment of livestock 
production and believe that if any tariff 
contingency had to be met they could 
fully take care of all the cattle that can 
be raised if two conditions are fulfilled. 
The ‘‘scrub’’ bull must go 80 as to raise 
the general quality of our beef and stock- 
raisers must provide a steadier supply 
than in the past. These two factora are 
the main drawbacks to the development 
of an export trade in beef similar to that 
which has proved for 25 years the main- 
stay of our bacon industry, 

During 1919, out of 698,849 cattle 
marketed at stockyards for home slaughl- 
er, 359,418 graded ‘‘good’’ and 389,431 
graded ‘common’, That is, 48.5 per 
cent graded ‘‘cormmon’’. 

With so much unsuitable material to 
hamper, an export market cannot yet be 
established to compete with the high 
class beef from Argentina and Australia, 
But if quality is improved and supply 
well regulated, packers emphatically as-. . 
sure stockbreeders—and. this applies to 
east and west— of a readiness to aid in 
opening and building up @ valuable mar- 
ket for al) beef animals bred on Canadian 
farms. :

\Over Twelve Million 
Lives Lost Already 


|Terrific Destruction of Europe's 
People Caused by the War 


The war has caused the belliger- 
ent countries of Europe the loss of 
}not less than 12,500,000 potential lives 
| because of the decrease in the num- 
ber of births resulting from the war, 
says Sir Bernard Mallet, registrar- 
general of Great Britain. This coun- 
try, he asserts, has lost in these po- 
tential lives 650,000 children. He be- 
lieves that other belligerent countries 
have suffered in this respect more 
than has Great Britain, 

Sir Bernard estimated that every 
day of the war means a loss of 7,000 
potential lives of children to the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy and 
the Central Powers. Dealing with 
the decline in the birth rate here, he 
said the births registered in Eng- 
land and Wales in 1913 numbered 
881,800. In 1915 they fell to 814,614; 
in 1916 there was a further fall to 
780,520, and in‘1917 to 668,346, a de- 
cone of 24 per cent. compared with

Elevator Capacity Has 


Been Very Rapid

The growth oi Canada’s elevator 
capacity has becn very rapid and 
quite in keeping with the growth of 
the Dominion as producer of grain, 
especially wheat. In 1910, the wheat 
production of the whole Dominion 
was 47,867,000 bushels; in 1916 it had 
reached 376,000,000 bushels, the latter, 
however, being an exceptional year. 
During an average year the yield will 
run between 200,000,000 and 225,000,- 
000 bushels. In 1901 the elevator capa- 
ity of the Dominion was 18,329,000 
bushels, and as the capacity is now 
226,250,000 bushels, it is evident tha:

But in. this matter Canada has built 
iot so much for the present as for the 
future. At present approximately 20 
per cent, of the total land acreage of 
the prairie provinces has been taken 
ip for agricultural purposes, less than 
10 per cent, being improved, which 
shows the wonderful possibilities for 
grain production in this portion of 
Canada and the need of planning on a 
large scale the equipment necessary 
for the handling of it.

To Help Farmers”

Saskatchewan Will Launch Campaign 
to Sell Farm Loan Debentures, 
The province of Saskatchewan is 
preparing. to launch a campaign for 
the sale of $3,500,000 farm loan de- 
bentures among the monied people of 
the province. The debentures bear 
interest at the rate of five per cent. 
payable half yearly, and are a direct 
obligation on the credit of the prov- 
ince, being redeemable at par by the 
government at any time upon three 
months notice, ms 


What the government wants this 
nioney for is to finance needy farmers 
at a reasonable rate of interest. The 
provincial farm loans board has al- 
veady loaned more than five millions 
since 1917, 2,700 farmers having taken 
advantatre of the opportunity thus af- 
forded to secure advances of cash at 
lower rates than are ordinarily poss- 
ible for emergency uses. More than 
eight thousand applications for loans 
have been received but. not enough 
cash was in the fund to satisfy them. 
Hon. C. A. Dunning, provincial 
ireasurer, iy speaking of the cam- 
paign, explains that the government 
has no intention of displacing regular 
farm-loan companies, but rather to 
exert an influence on the cost of 
money to the farmer, His idea is 
that the people of Saskatchewan 
should rely more and more upon their 
‘own savings and earnings to. finance 
ihe development of the province and 
depends primarily 
upon agriculture, he contends that it 
is a good business for the people to 
vome to the aid of the farmer, This 
seems to be sound talk and will no 
doubt be appreciated by the farmers, 
who will benefit materially from the 
success of the campaign. 

It is interésting to note, says the 
Calgary Herald in an. editorial on the 
subject, that the campaign publicity 
work has been undertaken by the 
executive of the Saskatchewan Press 
Association, while municipal officials 
throughout the province will have 
charge of the organization and can- 
vassing work. It looks as if every- 
one in Saskatchewan had thus been 
enlisted as an active agent and that 
the success of the venture was already 
assured.

Oats are reported to be an excellent 
crop~this year in the Turtleford dis- 
trict, north of Battleford, in Central 
Saskatchewan, and will consequently.

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Pulp Industry of B.C. 


Pacific Coast May Soon Become the} For 


Centre of Production, 

The rapidly growing pulp and paper 
industry of British Columbia is soon 
to be augmented by additional plants. 

A. New York Company, says The 
Daily Financial News, of San Fran- 
cisco, will build a mill at Kitimat 
Arm, some miles north of Prince Ru- 
pert, and a Japanese firm has acquir- 
ed a tract of lumber on Louise Island 
in the Queen Charlotte group, with 
the intention of erecting a plant as 
soon as the financial situation in 
Japan clears up. 


The following plants are in opera-|- 


tion in British Columbia at the pres- 
ent> time: Powell River Pulp and 
Paper Company, Powell River, Brit- 
ish Columbia; Whalen Pulp and 
Paper Company, with plants at Quat- 
sino and Swanson Bay; Pacific. Mills, 
Ocean Falls; Beaver Cove Pulp and 
Sawinills, Beaver Cove. 

The Japanese market has in the 
past been handled chiefly by the 
Ocean Falls plant, the largest on the 
coast. The Powell River Company 
also does a large export trade, but in 
the mgin with the Antipodes, _ Th 
latter firm, which is the oldest estab- 
lished in British Columbia, has also a 
firm grip on the home market, sup- 
plying newsprint needs from thé coast 
to Saskatoon in the East, and South 
along the coast as far as San. Diego. 

As is well known, the supply of 
pulpwood in the pulp producing re- 
gions of the Lake States and in New 
England is beginning to show signs 
of exhaustion, and the Pacific Coast 
must soon become the centre of pro- 
duction on the continent 
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The ‘Sunflower As Buel, 

The scarcity and high price of both 
wood and coal have directed attention 
to the sunflower as a possible source 
of fuel, Wand that is too poor to pro- 
duce crops will produce sunflowers, 
though they do better, of course, with 
fertilizer and cultivation. An acre of 
land will produce about three cords 
of stalks, sowie of which will be two 
or three inches in diameter. The 
seeds make excellent food for cattle 
and hens, or they can be ground for 
oil, Any farm boy who has had to 
cut hickory or rock-maple firewood 
will hail-the sunflower as a public 
benefactor,—Youth's Companion,

Superior to Timothy. 

‘ According to average analyses, 100 
pounds of oat hay will contain the 
following digestible nutrients: 4,5 
pounds of protein, 38.1 pounds of car- 
bohydrates, and 1,7 pounds of fat; or 
a total of 46.4 pounds digestible nutri- 
ents. “This hay will be superior to 
timothy” for feeding dairy cows be- 
cause it contains over one-third more 
protein, This will hold particularly 
true where protein feeds are high im. 
price and difficult to.secure, Ordin- 
arily carbohydrate feeds, such as corn 
and barley, are relatively cheaper in 
price than protein feeds, such as glut- 
en and oil meal, which are necessary 
to. supplement zations of corn silage 
and timothy. hay. 

Clover and alfalfa hay are superior 
to oat hay, but mixed timothy and 
clover is practically the same in feed- 
ing value as oat hay. 

To obtain the best quality of hay, 
the oats should be cut when in the 
flower or when the grain is in the 
early milk stage, Lf left until a later 
stage, the stems and leaves become 
somewhat more indigestible and are 
less palatable. Also the protein con- 
tent is somewhat less where the grain 
is allowed to practically reach 
maturity.
